of inheritance in this family, and in other cases taken from literature, is 
discussed at length No final conelusion is reached, The symptoms, 
pathology and differential diagnosis are discussed brie! There is no 
effective treatment

nize three main conditions as causing the vast majority of these cases 
(1) congenital evsts, occurring most often in infants and children; 
(2) pulmonary vesicles, secondary to localized subpleural pulmonary 
and bronchiolar sears occurring in young adults: and (3) blebs or 
bullae of emphysema found in middle-aged or older persons suffering 
from a mere generalized form of pulmonary emphysema 

Most patients with acute ‘*spontaneous’’ pneumothorax can be suc 
cessfully treated by conservative methods, which include bed rest, oxy 
en and the adjustment of the intrapleural pressures to allow for the 
ealing off of the pulmonary aperture and the gradual expansion of 
the lung. Chronic ‘*spontaneous’” pneumothorax presents a more dif 
fieult therapeuts problem Surgical methods are nidicated because 
conservative measures have failed. With surgery maximum pulmo 
nary function is restored and chronic invalidism prevented 

The causes of the persistence of the pneumothorax are sometimes 
difficult to demonstrate Most often, however, the etiolo factor 1s 
one of three main condition 1) intrapleural adhesion, which exerts 
i uv wire’’ effeet on the lung, holding it on a tension so that the 
collapse nti to atlow onatr opening to 
close; (2) fibrosis about the opening in the lung or a congenital lesion 
lined by bronchial epithelium; (3) the formation of a pleural men 
brane as the result of the organization of fibrin deposit econdarv to 
a pleural effusion 

Beenause of the nature of the pathologn proc es, we helieve that 
the introduction of irritating substances into the pois ural envity to pro 
duce a violent pleuritis is contraindicated The sur il measures we
